1.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Admin¬ 
istrative  County  of  Warwick  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1937. 

2.  The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Circular  1650  of  the  Ministry  of 
.  Health. 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

3.  AREA. — The  area  of  the  County  is  now  558,740  acres,  this  figure  being  divided  as  be¬ 

tween  Urban  Areas  81,504,  and  Rural  Areas  477,236. 


4.  POPULATION. — The  population  of  the  Administrative  County,  estimated  by  the  Regis¬ 

trar  General  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1937  was  390,700,  the  urban  districts  accounting  for 
249,100,  and  the  rural  districts  141,600. 


5.  RATEABLE  VALUE  AND  RATE  PRODUCE. — The  rateable  value  of  the  County  at  the 
1st  April,  1937,  was  £2,467,236  and  aid.  rate  for  General  County  Purposes  produces  £10,131.

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7.  BIRTHS. — The  live  births  registered  totalled  5,986,  of  which  3,811  occurred  in  urban  dis¬ 
tricts  and  2,175  in  rural  districts,  giving  a  birth-rate  of  15.32  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  is  an  increase  of  0.24  over  the  1936  rate  and  is  the  highest  birth-rate  recorded  since  1932. 

8.  Notification  of  Births. — Of  the  4,349  registered  births  during  the  year  in  the  maternity 
and  child  welfare  County,  47  were  un-notified.  All  un-notified  births  were  followed  up,  official 
notification  being  ultimately  received.  In  the  majority  of  instances  failure  to  notify  is  the 
result  of  misunderstanding  between  the  persons  concerned. 

9.  DEATHS. — 4,581  deaths  were  registered  in  the  administrative  County,  the  standardised 
death-rate  being  11.25  per  1,000  of  the  population— urban  districts  11.14,  rural  districts  11.27 — 
as  compared  with  12.4  per  1,000  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  death-rate  in  the 
County  in  1936  was  10.56. 

Of  the  total  deaths  registered  in  the  County  1,127  were  attributable  to  heart  disease, 
while  cancer  and  malignant  diseases  accounted  for  616  deaths  ;  pneumonia  256  and  respiratory 
diseases,  other  than  tuberculosis  51.  Deaths  from  influenza  totalled  214  as  against  83  in  1936. 

162  deaths  were  registered  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  giving  a  death-rate  of  0.41 
per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  0.42  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year. 

10.  Infant  Mortality. — 302  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  were  registered  as  against 
300  in  1936,  representing  a  death-rate  of  50.45  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  52.3  in 
1936.  The  rate  in  both  the  urban  and  rural  districts  was  50,  compared  with  52  in  the  urban 
districts  and  51  in  the  rural  districts  during  the  previous  year. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  death-rate  of  illegitimate  infants  per  1,000  illegitimate 
births  has  fallen  to  39.7  as  compared  with  72.9  in  1936.  This  is  indeed  the  lowest  illegitimate 
death-rate  ever  recorded,  there  being  only  7  deaths  registered  out  of  176  illegitimate  births, 
pointing  possibly  to  greater  care  being  exercised  over  these  unwanted  infants  or  to  more  skilled 
attendance  at  the  time  of  their  birth. 

Of  the  302  infant  deaths,  177  or  58  per  cent,  were  due  to  congenital  debility,  premature 
birth  or  malformations,  the  majority  of  which  occurred  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  birth 
and  are  recorded  as  neo-natal  deaths.  These  early  deaths  are  still  much  too  numerous  and 
call  for  more  intensive  supervision  on  the  part  of  the  Health  Visiting  Staff,  if  this  Infant 
Mortality  rate  is  to  be  materially  reduced.  But  the  care  that  is  required  to  save  these  infants 
must  also  be  exercised  during  the  ante-natal  period,  when  the  proper  conduct  of  pregnancy 
means  so  much  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  child.  Only  too  frequently  are  attempts  made 
by  many  mothers  to  arrest  pregnancy  during  the  early  months,  but  it  is  seldom  realised  that 
these  attempts,  although  largely  futile,  unfortunate^  leave  their  mark  indelibly  on  the  growing 
foetus  and  unfit  it  for  survival  or  healthy  infancy  after  birth.

11.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  AUTHORITY.

Dr.  C.  S.  Appleyard  and  Dr.  W.  J.  S.  Fitzmaurice  have  also  been  appointed  District  Medical  Officers 
in  the  Bedworth  and  Studley  districts  respectively. 

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Miss  E.  G.  Lewis,  S.C.M.,  and  Miss  B.  E.  Brimley,  S.C.M.,  have  been  appointed  Health  Visitors  to 
fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  L.  Bell  and  the  retirement  of  Miss  A.  C.  Hughes. 

COUNTY  MIDWIVES. 

Rugby  and  Warwick  County  Maternity  Homes. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  subordinate  staff  at  these  Homes  and  during  the  year  reliance 
has  had  to  be  placed  to  a  considerable  degree  upon  temporary  midwives  owing  to  the  lack  of  re¬ 
sponse  to  advertisements  for  permanent  staff. 

Domiciliary  Midwives. 

Nurses  S.  Brown  and  I.  Ilett  resigned  and  were  succeeded  by  Nurses  F.  Hobbs  and  V.  Keddie  re¬ 
spectively.

As  mentioned  above,  Miss  A.  C.  Hughes,  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  health 
visiting  staff,  retired  on  superannuation  at  the  end  of  the  year.  She  entered  the  service  in 
1917,  and  had  spent  many  years  working  in  the  Solihull  district,  during  a  period  when  con¬ 
ditions  were  becoming  increasingly  difficult,  owing  to  the  rapid  growth  and  development  of 
the  area.  I  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  of  recording  my  appreciation  of  her  services.

*  Under  the  heading  “  Special  Examinations  ”  10  examinations  were  carried  out 
under  the  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations  and  9  swabs 
were  submitted  for  virulence  tests  in  connection  with  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

The  Birmingham  University  have  also  undertaken  572  biological  examinations  of  milk 
samples  and  pathological  examinations  as  follows  : — Wassermann  tests  669,  Gonococcus  smears 
376,  Gonococcus  fixation  tests  27  ;  total,  1,072. 

In  addition,  the  Warneford  General  Hospital  have  carried  out  examinations  of  210 
Gonococcus  smears  during  the  year  under  review. 

13.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — Ambulance  facilities  available  for  use  in  connection  with 
the  Council’s  various  schemes  have  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  reported  previously. 

14.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. — A  good  home  nursing  service  has  continued  in  the  County 
under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  the  Newnham  Nursing  Association. 

(1)  County  Nursing  Association. — During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1938,  there 
were  56  affiliated  associations  under  the  superintendentship  of  Miss  G.  Emly,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

15.  Infant  Welfare  Centres — During  1937  infant  welfare  centres  were  opened  at  Shipston- 
on-Stour  (replacing  Stretton-on-Fosse  which  closed)  and  Stoneleigh,  making  a  total  of  42  volun¬ 
tary  infant  welfare  centres  operating  in  the  County,  each  staffed  by  a  County  Health  Visitor 
as  Superintendent,  and  21  of  them  having  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  as  medical 
officer  of  the  centre.  The  remainder  have  appointed  local  general  practitioners  to  act  as  Medical 
Officers. 

Grants  under  Section  101  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  were  increased  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  cases,  in  the  first  two  cases  owing  to  an  increase  in  the  rent  of  the  premises,  and  in  the 
third  case  to  enable  premises  to  be  purchased  :• — Studley,  Henley-in-Arden  and  Southam. 

Kingsbury  Infant  Welfare  Centre  became  eligible  for  grant  during  the  year,  having  been 
open  for  one  year. 

1,349  infants  up  to  one  year  of  age  made  21,847  attendances  at  the  42  centres  during 
the  year  and  3,400  children  between  one  and  five  years  of  age  made  25,528  attendances,  a 
total  attendance  of  47,375.

In  addition  to  the  above  Clinics,  which  are  maintained  by  the  County  Council,  ante-natal 
advice  is  given  to  cases  seeking  admission  to  the  Solihull  Maternity  Home,  a  voluntary  in¬ 
stitution  subsidised  by  the  County  Council.  The  Warneford  General  Hospital,  Leamington, 
and  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry,  provide  a  similar  service,  available 
for  cases  admitted  on  the  authority  of  the  County  Council. 
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17.  Ante-Natal  Medical  Scheme. 

(1)  Uninsured  Women. 

During  the  year  1937,  midwives  referred  857  cases  to  doctors  on  the  Council’s  panel  for 
ante-natal  examinations.  At  the  end  of  the  year  reports  had  been  received  on  837  cases  in¬ 
volving  1 ,333  examinations. 

(2)  Insured  Women. 

280  insured  women  were  referred  by  midwives  to  panel  doctors  for  ante-natal  examination 
as  part  of  the  medical  benefit  to  which  they  are  entitled  under  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Acts. 

Reports  were  received  from  the  doctors  concerned  in  224  cases  involving  363  examinations. 
3  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  2  complicated  and  1  puerperal  fever. 

Medical  Aid  was  summoned  by  the  midwife  concerned  either  during  pregnancy  or  at  the

33  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  28  complicated  and  5  puerperal  fever. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  uninsured  women  examined  under  the  scheme.  In  the  case  of 
insured  women  the  Council  are  not  responsible  for  payment  for  the  examination,  but  only 
for  the  report  which  the  doctor  has  the  opportunity  to  send  to  me  if  he  wishes. 

One  insured  woman  referred  to  her  doctor  by  the  midwife  did  die,  but  in  this  case  I 
had  no  report  that  she  had  taken  advantage  of  the  facilities  available  for  medical  examination. 

18.  Rugby  Gynaecological  Clinic. — Dr.  Jean  C.  Watson,  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  who  is  in  charge  of  this  Clinic,  reports  as  follows  : — 

“  This  Clinic  was  opened  for  the  first  time  on  June  1st,  1937.  The  School  Clinic  premises 
16,  Hillmorton  Road,  Rugby,  have  been  conveniently  adapted  for  the  purpose. 

“  A  session  is  held  once  a  fortnight — on  Tuesdays  at  2-30  p.m.  The  Clinic  is  intended  for 
persons  in  need  of  advice  or  treatment  for  some  gynaecological  condition,  and  if  contraceptive 
advice  is  given,  this  must  be  to  married  women  only,  who  are  suffering  in  this  manner,  or 
from  other  forms  of  sickness,  physical  or  mental,  and  in  whose  case  further  pregnancy  would 
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be  medically  detrimental  to  health.  Any  case  requiring  medical  or  surgical  treatment  is 
referred  to  the  patient’s  own  medical  attendant.  Dr.  R.  A.  Hendry,  Rugby,  Honorary 
Obstetrician  to  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  acts  as  consulting  surgeon  to  the  Clinic. 

“  During  the  twelve  months  from  June,  1937,  until  31st  May,  1938,  23  sessions  were  held. 
Altogether  23  women  attended,  and  of  these,  4  women  visited  the  Clinic  because  of  some 
gynaecological  complaint,  the  remaining  19  women,  to  whose  health  further  pregnancy  would 
be  detrimental,  attended  for  advice  and  instruction  in  birth  control  measures.  The  total 
number  of  attendances  during  the  year  was  46  (from  the  opening  until  the  31st  December, 
1937,  8  cases  made  15  attendances). 

“  The  principal  conditions  for  which  women  attended  were — too  frequent  pregnancies 
with  resulting  debility,  nephritis  complicating  pregnancy,  heart  disease  and  tuberculosis. 

“  In  order  to  receive  the  necessary  advice  and  instruction  each  patient  makes  two  attend¬ 
ances.  Patients  are  then  asked  to  report  at  the  Centre  for  medical  examination  every  six 
months.  In  cases  where  the  patient  does  not  return,  a  letter  is  sent  asking  her  to  come,  if 
possible,  and,  if  not,  to  write  as  to  whether  the  advice  is  proving  satisfactory.  Patients  also 
return  from  time  to  time  to  obtain  renewals. 

“  Rugby  alone  has  not  supplied  the  cases,  patients  having  attended  from  the  surrounding 
districts — e.g.  Bilton,  Dunchurch,  Willey,  Southam,  Warwick,  Kenilworth  and  Keresley. 

“  This  Clinic  is  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  held  in  the  County- — mainly  as  an  experiment. 
Judging  from  the  above  figures  I  think  it  can  safely  be  said  that  there  is  a  definite  need  for 
such  Clinics  in  the  County,  and  it  is  hoped  that,  as  the  Clinic  becomes  better  known,  the  attend¬ 
ances  will  increase  correspondingly.” 

19.  HOSPITALS. — The  principal  voluntary  hospitals  have  continued  their  co-operation 
with  the  Council  in  connection  with  the  various  treatment  services  sponsored  by  the  Council. 

20.  MEDICAL  SERVICES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  COMMITTEE.— There  has 
been  no  material  development  in  the  medical  services  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
during  the  year. 

21.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  MENTAL  DEFECTIVES.— 
At  the  31st  December,  1937,  the  accommodation  at  the  Warwickshire  Weston  Colony  remained 
the  same  as  recorded  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  viz.  : —

The  Alcester  and  Warwick  Public  Assistance  Institutions  continue  to  provide  accom¬ 
modation  for  a  number  of  certified  mental  defectives,  mostly  female. 

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

22.  Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  the  Council  have  employed  10  whole  time  salaried  mid¬ 
wives  and  have  arranged  with  the  County  Nursing  Association,  the  Newnham  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington,  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Corporation,  the  Staffordshire 
County  Council,  the  Leicestershire  County  Nursing  Association,  the  Gloucestershire  County 
Nursing  Association  and  the  Oxfordshire  Nursing  Federation  to  supply  a  midwifery  service 
in  various  parts  of  the  County. 

The  district  associations  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  have  in  their  employ 
60  district-nurse-midwives  and  4  relief  midwives  (soon  to  be  increased  to  five)  are  employed 
by  the  County  Association.  The  Newnham  Nursing  Association  employs  4  district-nurse- 
midwives  and  2  relief  midwives,  the  Warneford  Hospital  authorities  employ  2  midwives  on  the 
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district  and  will  employ  a  third  when  the  need  arises,  and  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Corporation 
employ  3  midwives,  whilst  midwifery  is  also  undertaken  by  2  district-nurse-midwives  of  an 
association  within  the  Borough. 

The  remaining  bodies  mentioned  above  undertake  cases  in  isolated  parishes  on  the  County 
Boundary, 

Midwives. — There  were  242  midwives — 239  trained  and  3  bona-fide — practising  in  the 
County  during  the  course  of  the  year.  76  of  these  were  inspected  by  neighbouring  Local  Super¬ 
vising  Authorities  and  166  by  the  Council.  76  were  attached  to  District  Nursing  Associations 
affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  the  Newnham  Nursing  Association. 

408  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  283  visits  in  connection  with  matters 
arising  in  the  midwives’  practices. 

Midwives  without  a  doctor  attended  63.46%  of  the  births  notified,  viz.,  3,075,  whilst  they 
also  attended  a  further  1,343  as  maternity  nurses  with  doctors.  Doctors  without  the  services 
of  midwives  attended  427  cases.  It  will  be  noted,  therefore,  that  4,418  women,  representing 
91%  of  births  notified,  were  nursed  during  parturition  by  certified  midwives. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  of  3,674  domiciliary  births  no  fewer  than  3,385  were  at¬ 
tended  by  certified  midwives,  viz.,  92%. 

23.  Medical  Help  for  Midwives. — During  1937  medical  help  was  sought  by  midwives 
in  1,145  cases  as  against  1,121  in  1936.  Claims  from  medical  practitioners  were  received  in 
respect  of  856  of  these  cases,  representing  a  total  cost  of  £1,111  14s.  Od.  Contributions  were 
collected  from  patients  amounting  to  £497  7s.  lid.  in  respect  of  claims  received  during  and  in 
some  cases  previous  to,  the  year  under  review. 

No  contributions  were  assessed  as  recoverable  in  respect  of  fees  amounting  to  £34  9s.  Od., 
relating  to  50  claims  dealing  with  cases  of  Opthhalmia  Neonatorum,  and  £141  10s.  6d.  in  respect 
of  106  claims  in  which  the  circumstances  in  accordance  with  the  income  scale  were  regarded 
as  necessitous.

24.  Compensation  to  Midwives. — The  Council  have  continued  in  operation  the  scheme 
for  the  compensation  of  midwives  described  in  paragraph  32  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1933. 

During  1937  compensation  was  paid  in  62  cases,  8  being  necessitous,  40  owing  to  the 
patient’s  removal  to  hospital,  and  14  as  a  result  of  the  midwives’  suspension. 

25.  Maternal  Mortality. — During  the  year  19  deaths  were  recorded  from  childbirth,  3 
from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  16  from  other  causes,  giving  a  maternal  death-rate  of  3.17  per  1,000 
live  births  (as  against  5.21  in  1936)  or  a  rate  of  3.06  per  1,000  total  births. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  reduction  in  deaths  is  entirely  in  respect  of  Puerperal  Sepsis, 
since  in  the  previous  year  there  were  as  many  as  16  deaths  attributed  to  this  cause  and  14 
from  causes  other  than  sepsis.  It  is  further  of  interest  to  note  that  notwithstanding  this  re¬ 
duction  in  sepsis  mortality  the  incidence  of  puerperal  pyrexia  as  indicated  by  the  number  of 
notifications  received  under  the  Public  Health  (Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia)  Regu¬ 
lations  has  increased,  a  total  of  84  notifications  having  been  received  as  against  77  in  the 
previous  year. 

With  regard  to  this  saving  of  life  from  puerperal  sepsis  it  is  a  significant  fact  that  great 
strides  have  recently  been  made  in  the  treatment  of  this  condition  by  the  introduction  of  a 
drug  that  acts  more  or  less  as  a  specific  or  at  least  as  a  means  of  controlling  the  fever  associated 
with  sepsis,  and  is  used  freely  by  practitioners  in  attendance  on  cases  of  this  description. 

Another  factor,  however,  in  the  saving  of  maternal  life  is  the  ready  admission  to  hospital 
under  the  County  Scheme  of  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis  that  do  not  immediately  respond  to 
treatment.  In  this  connection  there  were  22  admissions  to  approved  hospitals  out  of  64  pyrexia 
cases  occurring  in  the  County,  excluding  the  Boroughs  of  Nuneaton,  Leamington  Spa  and 
Sutton  Coldfield,  these  Boroughs  making  their  own  arrangements  for  hospital  treatment. 

Of  the  maternal  deaths  due  to  complications  other  than  sepsis,  3  followed  Caesarean 
section,  3  were  complicated  by  Heart  Disease,  3  were  due  to  Haemorrhage  (ante-and-post-par- 
tum),  2  to  Eclampsia,  1  to  Adherent  Placenta,  1  to  Obstetric  Shock  from  twin  pregnancy, 
1  to  Abortion  and  Insanity,  1  to  Pneumonia,  and  1  to  Pulmonary  Oedema.  All  but  two  of  the 
above  deaths  occurred  either  in  Hospitals  or  in  Nursing  Homes,  and  it  is  difficult  to  say  how 
many,  if  any,  could  be  regarded  as  preventable. 

89  complicated  maternity  cases  were  admitted  under  the  County  Scheme  to  the  Coventry 
and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry,  the  Warneford  General  Hospital,  Leamington,  the  Hos¬ 
pital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  the  General  Hospital,  Nuneaton,  the  Maternity  Hospital,  Birmingham, 
and  the  Hallam  Hospital,  West  Bromwich,  65  normal  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital  from  the  area  of  the  County  adjoining  the  City  of  Coventry. 

In  18  cases  of  complicated  midwifery  a  second  opinion  was  obtained. 
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26.  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations.— Notifications  were  received 
of  17  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  as  compared  with  33  in  the  previous  year,  and  67  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  as  against  44  in  1936,  a  total  of  84  under  the  above  Regulations.  Of  these,  20  occurred 
in  the  Boroughs  of  Nuneaton,  Leamington  Spa  and  Sutton  Coldfield,  and  were  dealt  with 
administratively  by  the  respective  borough  councils. 

Of  the  remaining  64  cases — 16  Puerperal  Fever  and  48  Puerperal  Pyrexia— 22  were  ad¬ 
mitted  to  hospital  under  the  County  Scheme,  and  a  second  opinion  was  sought  in  6  instances 

3  deaths  were  registered  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  in  the  County,  giving  a  death-rate  for 
this  condition  of  .5  per  1,000  total  births  registered,  as  compared  with  2.78  in  the  previous 
year  and  1.06  in  1935. 

27.  Supply  of  Milk  to  Mothers  and  Infants. — The  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  supply  of 
free  milk  to  necessitous  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  infants  has  continued  in  operation 
during  the  year  on  the  same  lines  as  previously. 

312  new  applications  were  granted  in  1937  as  compared  with  352  in  1936.  These,  to¬ 
gether  with  cases  already  in  receipt  of  milk  at  the  beginning  of  1937,  made  a  total  of  492 
families  assisted  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  566  families  assisted  in  1936.  63,876 

pints  of  milk  and  622  packets  of  dried  milk  equivalent  to  4,354  pints,  were  distributed,  a  total 
of  8,528  gallons  as  compared  with  8,261  gallons  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a  further  decline  in  the  number  of  families  assisted  under  this  Scheme,  but 
the  scope  of  the  scheme  has  now  been  extended  to  include  expectant  mothers  at  any  period 
of  pregnancy  instead  of  during  the  last  three  months  only.  The  income  scale,  too,  has  been 
made  more  generous. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  types  of  families  in  receipt  of  milk  and  the  number  of 
applications  in  the  various  districts  of  the  County,  the  totals  in  parenthesis  are  the  figures  for 
1936

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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN. 

28.  County  Maternity  Homes. — During  1937  there  were  238  cases  admitted  to  the  two 
County  Maternity  Homes — 138  to  Rugby  and  100  to  Warwick,  as  against  231  in  the  previous 
year  and  206  in  1935. 

The  administration  of  these  Homes  has  remained  somewhat  difficult  owing  to  the  general 
dearth  of  applicants  for  nursing  posts.  The  salaries  have  been  increased,  and  quite  extensive 
structural  alterations  and  re-furnishing  have  been  carried  out  to  improve  the  amenities  of  the 
Homes  and  to  make  them  more  comfortable  for  the  staff,  but  it  has  not  been  easy  to  obtain 
staff  apart  from  retaining  them  after  appointment.  This  difficulty  is,  however,  national  rather 
than  local  in  character. 

(i)  County  Health  Centre  and  Maternity  Home,  16,  Hillmorton  Road,  Rugby. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  of  the  138  cases  admitted  to  this  Home  was  14.34  days. 
37  cases  received  82  days  treatment  for  ante  or  post-natal  conditions,  an  average  stay  of  2.2 
days  per  case. 

16  cases  were  admitted  at  reduced  fees. 

200  new  cases  made  first  attendances  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  during  the  year  and  these 
together  with  old  cases,  made  789  re-attendances  ;  a  total  of  989 -attendances. 

Of  the  200  new  cases  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic,  132  had  booked  to  enter  the  mater¬ 
nity  home  for  confinement,  and  the  remaining  68  had  engaged  midwives  to  attend  them  in 
their  own  homes. 

1  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  4  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  during  the  year. 
The  case  of  fever  and  1  case  of  Pyrexia  made  good  recoveries  before  discharge  from  the  Home 
at  the  end  of  13  and  15  days  respectively.  The  remaining  3  cases  of  Pyrexia  were  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  and  also  made  good  recoveries. 

2  infants  died,  owing  to  prematurity.  There  were  also  3  stillbirths. 

( ii )  County  Health  Centre  and  Maternity  Home,  3,  The  Butts,  Warwick. 

The  100  cases  admitted  to  this  Home  made  an  average  duration  of  stay  of  14.68  days. 
31  cases  received  ante  or  post-natal  treatment  for  a  total  of  75  days  or  an  average  stay  of 
2.4  days  per  case. 

54  cases  were  admitted  at  reduced  fees. 

108  new  cases  attended  the  ante-natal  clinic  and  497  re-attendances  were  made  by  these 
and  old  cases,  a  total  of  605. 

Of  the  108  new  cases  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic,  91  had  booked  to  enter  the  mater¬ 
nity  home  for  confinement,  12  had  engaged  midwives  to  attend  them  in  their  own  homes, 
and  5  had  arranged  to  enter  the  Warwick  Hospital. 

2  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  during  the  year.  Both  patients  were  removed  to 
the  Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington  Spa,  and  made  good  recoveries. 

4  infants  died  owing  to  prematurity,  malaena  and  collapsed  condition  of  lungs,  and  there 
was  1  stillbirth. 

29  HEALTH  VISITORS. — During  1937,  home  visits  to  infants  and  children  up  to  5  years 
of  age  totalled  35,913,  as  against  33,316  in  1936.

In  accordance  with  the  arrangement  with  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  the  following 
visits  were  undertaken  by  that  Council’s  officers  in  the  Bolehall  and  Glascote  area  : — Infants 
up  to  one  year  of  age,  first  visits  31,  re-visits  356  ;  children  one  to  five  years  of  age,  412. 

30.  Miss  F.  M.  Polden,  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  and  Supervisor  of  Midwives,  reports 
as  follows  : — 

“  Supervision  of  Midwives. 

“  The  supervision  of  midwives  has  been  carried  out  as  usual  throughout  the  County  with, 
I  believe,  satisfactory  results.  The  outstanding  feature  of  this  work  was  the  commencement 
of  our  own  County  Council  Midwifery  Service,  the  administration  of  which  is  now  comparatively 
smooth.  Two  of  the  foundation  appointments  unfortunately  had  to  be  cancelled  owing  to  ill- 
health  on  the  part  of  the  midwives.  These  vacancies  have  been  filled  and  we  look  for  a  very 
useful  work  arising  out  of  this  Service. 

“  I  have  had  the  continued  assistance  of  Miss  D.  M.  Kettle  (Assistant  Supervisor),  who 
has  proved  of  great  service  to  the  midwives  in  the  practical  side  of  their  work. 

“  County  Maternity  Homes. 

“  During  the  year  100  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Warwick  County  Maternity  Home 
for  the  first  time  in  its  history  and  I  am  very  pleased  to  say  that  the  patients  did  well  and 
expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  Home. 

“  The  number  of  patients  applying  for  admission  to  the  Rugby  County  Maternity  Home 
has  exceeded  the  beds  available  and  we  shortly  hope  to  extend  the  accommodation  in  this 
respect. 

“  Health  Visiting. 

“  The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  continues  to  extend.  The  number  of  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  throughout  the  County  now  totals  42  and  the  attendances  made  continue  to  increase. 
The  schools  have  been  well  visited  and  I  think  I  may  say  that  the  staff  is  an  efficient  one. 

“  Three  new  Health  Visitors  were  appointed  during  the  year  to  fill  vacancies,  one  of  which 
was  caused  by  the  retirement  of  a  Senior  Health  Visitor,  Miss  A.  C.  Hughes,  who  had  been 
on  the  Staff  for  20  years. 

“  We  look  forward  to  continued  good  work  in  the  future.” 

31.  CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. — The  County  Register  contained  the  names  of  1 10  nursed 
out  children  on  the  1st  January,  1937,  including  4  associated  with  Dr.  Barnardo’s  Homes 
and  1  with  the  National  Orphanage,  Sutton  Coldfield.  There  were  51  removals  and  47  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  Home  Supervision  Register  during  the  year. 

At  the  31st  December,  therefore,  there  were  106  nursed-out  children  on  the  register. 

Health  Visitors  paid  51  first  visits  and  399  re-visits  to  these  children. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

32.  During  the  year  the  administration  of  the  orthopaedic  service  has  continued  on  similar 
lines  to  previous  years.  The  generosity  of  the  Education  Committee  in  making  more  adequate 
provision  in  the  estimates  has  lessened  to  a  considerable  degree  the  problem  of  expenditure 
on  hospital  treatment,  which  was  most  acute  during  the  financial  year  1936-37. 
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33.  The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  attendances  at  the  various  clinics  since  the  in¬ 
ception  of  the  scheme  : —

*In  this  figure  are  included  53  children,  who  having  attained  the  age  of  14  years  are  now 
continuing  clinic  treatment  from  the  voluntary  funds  of  the  Clinics.  The  children,  how¬ 
ever,  are  retained  on  the  Orthopaedic  Register  in  case  hospital  treatment  should  be 
necessary  at  the  cost  of  the  Education  Committee  before  they  attain  the  age  of  16 
years. 

Hospital  Treatment. 

34.  A  total  of  94  Orthopaedic  cases  of  all  types  have  received  Hospital  treatment  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  106  in  1936,  82  of  these  were  non-tuberculous  cases  and  12  were 
tuberculous  cases  admitted  under  the  Warwickshire  and  Coventry  Joint  Committee’s  Scheme. 

35.  Thirteen  children  not  requiring  major  operative  treatment  and  suffering  from  defects 
of  a  non-tuberculous  character  received  treatment  in  the  Paybody  Convalescent  Home, 
Allesley.  The  total  number  of  cases  receiving  in-patient  treatment  under  the  scheme  during 
the  year  was  therefore  107  as  against  122  in  1936. 


Paybody  Convalescent  Home,  Allesley. 

36.  This  Convalescent  Home  has  continued  its  activities  during  1937  on  the  same  lines  as 
laid  down  in  my  report  for  1931.  The  number  of  beds  provided  at  the  Home  remains  at 
40,  20  for  boys  and  20  for  girls. 

Parents’  Contributions. 

37.  Contributions  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  received  from  parents  during  the  year 
amounted  to  £678  11s.  lOd.  (as  compared  with  £747  15s.  8d.  for  1936)  ;  £403  9s.  lOd.  in  respect 
of  children  of  school  age,  and  £275  2s.  Od.  in  respect  of  children  under  school  age. 

Results  of  Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

38.  Excluding  the  53  cases  on  the  register  between  14  and  16  years  of  age,  1,010  cases 
were  treated  during  the  year,  127  or  12.6  per  cent,  were  cured  and  547  or  54.2  per  cent,  were 
reported  to  be  improved.  66.8  per  cent,  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  having  derived  benefit 
from  treatment  received.

The  exemptions  from  registration  previously  granted  in  respect  of  the  Hospital  of  St. 
Cross,  Rugby,  the  General  Hospital,  Stratford-on-Avon,  and  the  Ellen  Badger  Hospital, 
Shipston-on-Stour,  have  been  renewed. 

Registration  was  cancelled  in  the  case  of  3  Nursing  Homes,  2  in  the  Shirley  area  and  one 
in  the  Borough  of  Rugby.

40.  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  307. — During  the  year  grants  were  authorised  by  the

In  several  cases  grants  previously  authorised  were  revised  in  the  light  of  prevailing 
circumstances,  and  in  one  or  two  cases  grants  were  increased  owing  to  extensions  of  the  original 
schemes.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

42.  River  Avon. — Repeated  inspections  carried  out  during  the  past  year  shew  that  the 
River  Avon  throughout  the  greater  part  of  its  length  in  Warwickshire  is  maintaining  a  fairly 
satisfactory  condition,  doubtless  due  to  the  care  exercised  by  those  larger  Local  Authorities 
whose  sewage  effluents  enter  the  stream  at  various  points.  In  this  connection  particular 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  Boroughs  of  Rugby,  Leamington  Spa,  Warwick  and  Stratford- 
on-Avon,  whose  sewage  works  have  been  well  cared  for,  and  the  effluents  from  which  have  had 
no  deleterious  effect  on  fish  life  in  the  river.  That  stretch,  however,  below  the  City  of  Coventry 
outfall  works  at  Baginton  and  at  Finham  remains  a  problem,  but  credit  is  due  to  the  City  of 
Coventry  for  the  manner  in  which  such  an  enormous  volume  of  sewage  is  now  being  treated 
by  extensive  modern  bacterial  works.  The  rapid  development  of  outlying  parts  of  this 
city  and  of  rural  areas  in  its  immediate  vicinity  must  call  for  continued  vigilance  on  the  part 
of  this  prosperous  industrial  community  by  looking  ahead  and  not  allowing  development  to 
outgrow  their  resources  for  the  effective  treatment  of  their  sewage.  The  River  Avon,  directly 
or  indirectly,  is  bound  to  receive  this  effluent,  but  at  whatever  cost  its  amenities  must  be 
preserved  and  pollution  of  a  damaging  character  prevented.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  every 
Local  Authority  concerned  will  join  in  a  common  endeavour  to  restore  our  historic  Avon  once 
more  to  a  fishing  stream  of  a  commendable  character. 

Among  the  sewage  works  inspected  during  the  past  year  are  included  those  of  Ather¬ 
stone,  Baddesley,  Dordon,  Leamington  Spa,  Rugby,  Hillmorton,  Stratford-on-Avon,  Kineton, 
Wellesbourne,  Alvecote,  Amington,  Kingsbury,  Wood  End,  Warwick,  Bedworth  and  Dosthill. 
All  have  been  reported  upon  fully,  and  where  the  need  has  arisen  attention  has  been  drawn  to 
defects  observed  at  the  time  of  inspection,  with  a  view  to  their  remedy  by  the  Authority  con¬ 
cerned,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  response  has  invariably  been  ready  and  effective. 

43.  SCHOOLS. — 145  departments  were  closed  on  account  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year,  27  on  account  of  Measles,  Influenza  95,  Whooping  Cough  9,  Chicken  Pox  4  and  Mumps  10.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK. 

45.  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. — Under  Section  4  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Consolidation)  Act,  146  herds  were  notified  from  various  sources,  as  producing  tuberculous 
milk,  or  of  suspected  tuberculosis  in  dairy  cows,  16  of  these  notifications  being  received  from 
the  County  Sampling  Officers,  60  from  the  part-time  Veterinary  Inspectors,  and  the  remaining 
70  from  Local  Authorities  both  inside  and  outside  the  County.  In  addition  12  herds  still 
under  investigation  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year,  were  dealt  with,  making  a  total  of  158 
herds  inspected,  with  the  following  results  : — 

1.  Cows  found  tuberculous  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,

These  inspections  involved  the  veterinary  examination  of  2,361  cows,  and  the  taking  of 
725  samples  of  milk  for  biological  examination,  an  average  of  4.58  samples  per  herd  inspected. 

In  addition,  the  County  Food  Inspectors  have  taken  250  samples  of  milk  during  delivery 
and  of  these  7  or  2.8  per  cent,  have  been  found  to  contain  living  tubercle  bacilli,  as  against 
7.5  per  cent,  in  1936. 

46.  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. — 687  producers  of  “  designated  ”  milk 
were  licensed  during  1937  : —

Suspension  of  Licences. 

Accredited. 

During  1937  twenty-eight  licences  were  suspended  and  eight  producers  were  warned  as 
a  result  of  the  decision  of  the  Committee  that  the  occurrence  of  three  consecutive  unsatis¬ 
factory  samples  might  lead  to  suspension  under  the  Order.  This  recommendation  has  since 
been  extended  to  include  four  unsatisfactory  samples  out  of  six  taken  for  the  methylene-blue 
test  and  for  the  presence  of  B.  Coli.  The  double  test  is  carried  out  as  a  routine  practice  in  all 
samples  taken. 

On  the  31st  December,  1937,  18  licences  out  of  a  total  of  28  suspended  had  been  restored, 
the  producers  having  complied  with  the  requirement  of  two  consecutive  satisfactory  samples 
before  restoration,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  10  licences  still  remain  under  suspension. 

T  uberculin  T  ested. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessar}^  to  interview  two  producers.  One  producer’s  licence 
was  suspended  at  the  time  of  interview,  and  the  other  was  warned  that  if  the  next  sample 
was  unsatisfactory  his  licence  would  be  suspended.  The  warning  had  the  desired  effect  and 
subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

47.  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  Etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925-27. 

During  the  year  1  sample  of  milk  and  22  samples  of  cream  were  submitted  for  analysis 
under  these  Regulations.  All  the  samples  were  genuine  and  free  from  preservatives. 

48.  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. — During  the  year  1937,  1,015  samples  were 
submitted  by  County  Inspectors  and  116  by  the  Inspectors  of  District  Councils,  making  a  total 
of  1,131  samples  analysed.  Of  these,  77  were  found  to  be  adulterated,  giving  a  sample  adult¬ 
eration  figure  of  6.8  per  cent,  as  against  6.1  in  1936. 

The  figure  for  milk  adulteration  alone  was  7.7  as  against  6.0  in  1936. 

The  77  adulterated  samples  consisted  of  : — Milk  73  (48  vendors).  Ground  Ginger  3,  and 
Whisky  1 . 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  14  cases  against  9  vendors,  the  total  amount  of  fines  and  costs 
imposed  being  £70  10s.  Od.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

GENERAL. 

49.  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  Section  63. — There  was  no  change  in  the  arrangements 
under  the  above  scheme  during  the  year. 

50.  Notifiable  Diseases. — The  summary  of  the  returns  of  the  District  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  will  be  found  in  Table  "  C.”  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  have  again  been  pre¬ 
valent,  both  diseases  being  widespread  over  the  whole  County  rather  than  severely  epidemic 
in  any  particular  area. 

Deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  numbered  8  as  against  10  in  1936,  and  Diphtheria  accounted 
for  35  deaths  as  compared  with  43  in  the  previous  year.

51.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox. — Of  5,340  registered  births  in  1936,  the  number  of  these 
cases  successfully  vaccinated  by  the  end  of  the  year  1937  was  1,048,  or  19.62  per  cent,  as 
compared  with  20.8  in  1936,  3,346  conscientious  objection  certificates  were  received,  a  per¬ 
centage  of  62.65  as  compared  with  65.17  in  the  previous  year.  Details  of  the  disposition  of 
cases  in  County  districts  are  shewn  in  Table  “  D  ”  of  the  Appendix. 

52.  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Influenza.— Measles  was  more  prevalent  than  in  1936, 
but  only  8  deaths  were  registered  as  against  8  in  1936,  and  15  in  1935.  There  was  a  reduction 
in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough  during  the  year,  and  15  deaths  from  this  disease  were 
recorded  as  compared  with  21  in  1936  and  8  in  1935.  An  epidemic  of  Influenza  swept  through 
the  County  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  resulted  in  214  deaths  as  against  83  in  1936 
and  73  in  1935. 

53.  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — 13  cases  of  this  disease  were  recorded,  the  same  number  as 
in  1936,  but  6  deaths  were  registered  as  compared  with  10  in  the  previous  year. 
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54.  Cancer. — There  were  616  deaths  from  Cancer  in  1937,  as  against  579  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  eight  Public  Assistance  Hospitals  of  the  County  Council  there  were  admitted  during 
the  past  year  88  cancer  cases,  distributed  as  follows  : — 

Alcester  Infirmary  0,  Meriden  Infirmary  3,  Nuneaton  Infirmary  10,  Rugby  Infirmary 
21,  Shipston-on-Stour  Infirmary  1,  Solihull  Infirmary  10,  Stratford-on-Avon  In¬ 
firmary  8,  Warwick  Hospital  35. 

Of  these  cases  36  had  previously  sought  advice  at  other  hospitals  providing  radiation  as 
well  as  operative  treatment  and  52  had  received  no  such  advice  or  treatment  before  admission. 
Of  this  latter  number  treatment  was  given  at  the  Warwick  Hospital  to  24  cases,  Rugby  9, 
Stratford-on-Avon  8,  Shipston  1,  Nuneaton  4,  Meriden  3,  Solihull  2  ;  one  was  referred  from 
the  Meriden  Institution  to  another  hospital  for  operative  treatment  ;  1  case  was  referred  from 
Meriden  to  the  General  Hospital,  Birmingham,  for  deep  X-Ray  therapy,  and  1  from  Warwick 
to  another  hospital  for  operative  treatment. 

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

5.  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 26  notifications  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  received 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  46  in  1936.  Of  these  8  were  resident  in  the  Boroughs  of 
Leamington  Spa,  Nuneaton  and  Sutton  Coldfield,  wdiich  are  separate  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Areas,  leaving  18  notifications  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  County.

56.  During  the  year  1936,  332  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  were  received — 233  pulmonary 
cases  and  99  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  numbered 
162,  and  from  non-pulmonarjr  tuberculosis  41,  a  total  of  203.  The  death-rate  from  pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  was  0.41  per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  0.42  per  1,000  in  1936.

59.  During  the  year  1937  the  number  of  new  patients,  including  64  transfers  from  other 
areas,  examined  at,  or  in  connection  with,  the  Joint  Committee’s  seven  Dispensaries  and  at 
the  Sutton  Coldfield  School  Clinic  was  1,179.  In  1936  the  number  of  new  patients  was 
1,083,  and  in  1935,  990.  The  attendances  at  the  seven  Dispensaries  and  at  the  Sutton 
Coldfield  School  Clinic  numbered  2,792,  as  compared  with  2,699  in  1936,  and  2,364  in  1935. 

60.  The  Dispensaries  are  open  as  follows  : — 5,  Market  Street,  Atherstone,  from  1-30  p.m.  to 
4  p.m.  on  Wednesdays  ;  4,  The  Quadrant,  Coventry,  from  5  to  8  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  and  2 
to  5  p.m.  on  Fridays — other  days  bj^  appointment  ;  6,  Portland  Street,  Leamington,  from  10 
a.m.  to  12  noon  on  Wednesdays,  and  from  6  to  8  p.m.  on  Thursdays  ;  35,  Coton  Road,  Nun¬ 
eaton,  from  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  from  2  to  4  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  ;  1,  Plowman  Street, 
Rugby,  from  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  from  2  to  4  p.m.  on  Mondays  ;  1,  Lode  Lane, 
Solihull,  from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon  on  Thursdays  ;  47,  Henley  Street,  Stratford-on-Avon,  from 
2  p.m.  to  4-30  p.m.  on  Fridays  ;  and  the  School  Clinic,  9,  Holland  Street,  Sutton  Coldfield, 
is  usually  open  on  a  Monday  in  each  month,  the  actual  dates  and  times  being  arranged  to 
suit  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Sutton  Coldfield,  and  his  staff. 
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61.  The  only  changes  in  the  medical  staff  of  the  Joint  Committee  occurred  at  the  Memorial 
Sanatorium.  Particulars  of  these  changes  have  been  reported  to  the  House  Committee. 

62.  In  addition  to  the  following  tables,  which  give  the  usual  information  about  the  War¬ 
wickshire  patients  dealt  with  under  the  Joint  Committee’s  scheme,  further  tables  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix  to  this  Report  (Tables  E  and  F).

65.  Contributions  by  Patients. — The  Treasurer  informs  me  that  during  the  year  the 
amount  received  from  Warwickshire  and  Coventry  patients  in  contributions  towards  the  cost 
of  their  institutional  treatment  was  £465  13s.  8d.  The  amount  received  in  1936  was  £719 
16s.  7d.,  and  in  1935,  £529  Is.  2d. 

66.  Sputum  Examinations. — One  hundred  and  sixty-five  (165)  of  the  new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  their  sputum,  and  in  82  cases  the  bacilli  were  not  found 
or  the  patients  had  no  sputum.  One  thousand  and  sixty-five  (1,065)  specimens  of  sputum 
were  examined  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  Chief  Dispensary  and  23  specimens  were  sent  to 
Birmingham  University. 

67.  Children. — Four  hundred  and  nineteen  (419)  children  (up  to  15  years  of  age)  were  exam¬ 
ined  at  the  Dispensaries — 199  boys  and  220  girls.  Fourteen  of  these  were  found  to  be  suffer¬ 
ing  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  47  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Of  the  remainder 
3  were  doubtful  cases,  and  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year,  while  355  showed  no 
definite  evidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  pulmonary  cases  were  classified  into  Stage  T.B.  — , 
13  ;  T.B.  +  Stage  3,  1  ;  and  the  non-pulmonary,  Bones  and  Joints,  13  ;  Abdominal,  10  ; 
Other  Organs,  1  ;  Peripheral  Glands,  23. 

68.  Shelters. — The  number  of  shelters  available  in  the  County  is  53.  The  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  own  35  of  these.  The  number  in  use  by  Warwickshire  patients  on  the  31st  December, 
1937,  was  21.  During  the  year  13  shelters  were  removed  on  ceasing  to  be  required,  one  old 
shelter  was  disposed  of,  and  13  were  erected  at  new  addresses. 
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69.  Contacts. — Routine  examination  of  contacts  was  continued.  The  number  of  contacts 
examined  at  the  Dispensaries  and  in  their  homes  during  1937  was  396,  the  number  in  1936 
being  381 .

70.  Dispensary  Treatment. — The  number  of  patients  who  attended  the  Dispensaries  for 
some  form  of  treatment  in  1937  was  39.  In  1936  it  was  57. 

71.  X-Ray  Examinations.— The  number  of  X-Ray  examinations  of  County  patients  made 
during  the  year  at  the  Chief  Dispensary  and  Orthopaedic  Clinics,  etc.,  was  1,053  ;  360  photo¬ 
graphs  and  693  screen  examinations.  In  1936  the  number  of  examinations  was  825. 

72.  Dental  Treatment. — Particulars  of  the  dental  treatment  given  at  the  Memorial  Sana¬ 
torium  appear  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent.  Five  patients  under 
supervision  at  the  Dispensaries  received  dental  treatment  from  the  Joint  Tuberculosis  Com¬ 
mittee  during  the  year. 

73.  After  Care. — There  were  181  applications  for  help.  The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  dealt  with

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Eight  (8)  of  the  patients  who  were  helped  financially  received  grants  from  the  War¬ 
wickshire  War  Relief  Fund.  From  this  source  £158  18s.  9d.  was  distributed.  A  sum  of 
£93  Os.  9d.  was  given  by  various  charitable  societies  and  persons  interested  in  certain  patients, 
making  a  total  of  £251  19s.  6d. 

74.  Extra  Nourishment. — The  Joint  Committee  continue  to  grant  extra  nourishment  to 
suitable  cases.  Their  expenditure  does  not  exceed  £2  per  100  of  the  population  of  their  area. 
During  the  year  the  Committee  provided  extra  nourishment  for  103  Warwickshire  patients. 
Grants  to  45  patients  ceased  during  the  period  under  consideration,  and  there  were  58  patients 
having  extra  diet  on  the  31st  December,  1937.  The  Treasurer  informed  me  that  £727  2s.  5d. 
was  spent  on  extra  nourishment  for  Warwickshire  patients  and  £246  14s.  8d.  for  Coventry 
patients  during  the  year,  a  total  of  £973  17s.  Id.  In  1936,  the  amount  spent  for  the  whole 
Joint  Committee’s  area  was  £886  13s.  10d.,  and  in  1935,  £844  10s.  6d. 

The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  made  325  visits  to  patients  in  their  homes,  81  of  these  being  to 
discharged  ex-service  men.  The  number  of  similar  visits  made  by  the  County  Health  Visitors 
was  2,724,  of  which  109  were  to  discharged  ex-sailors  and  ex-soldiers. 

In  addition  to  the  above  visits,  2,419  sick  nursing  visits  were  paid  to  homes  of  tuber¬ 
culous  patients,  by  District  Nurses  of  various  County  Nursing  Associations. 

Sixty-three  (63)  of  the  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  774  of  the  visits  made 
by  nurses  of  the  County  Nursing  Associations  were  to  patients  not  under  the  care  of  the 
Joint  Committee. 

75.  Payment  of  Patients’  Travelling  Expenses. — The  Joint  Committee  have  power 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  necessitous  patients  between  their  homes  and  Dispensaries 
and  Sanatoria,  and  during  1937,  the  sum  of  £17  14s.  9d.  was  spent  on  County  patients.  This 
amount  does  not  take  into  account  any  expenses  in  connection  with  the  ambulance  at  the 
Memorial  Sanatorium.

Co-operation  with  the  General  Practitioners  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  The  number 
of  reports  on  insured  tuberculous  persons  received  from  panel  practitioners  during  the  year 
was  : — On  Form  G.P.  17  (initial  report)  120  ;  on  Form  G.P.  36  (progress  report)  646  ;  total 
766.  In  1936  the  figures  were  112  and  612,  total  724. 

76.  Orthopaedic  and  Light  Treatment. — The  number  of  attendances  of  patients  under 
the  care  of  the  Joint  Committee  at  various  orthopaedic  clinics  in  the  County  was  466.  In 
1936  it  was  414.  Light  treatment  for  those  patients  needing  it,  is  given  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  of  the  Sanatorium.  The  number  of  attendances  of  these  patients  in  1937  was 
206,  and  in  1936,  125. 

The  following  information  relating  to  the  incidence  of,  and  the  deaths  from,  tuberculosis, 
and  the  provision  made  for  the  institutional  treatment  of  the  disease,  is  taken  from  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  may  be  of  interest. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales  fell  from 
59,520  in  1926  to  44,815  in  1936,  and  the  number  of  non-pulmonary  cases  fell  from  20,134 
to  14,454. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales 
fell  from  37,525  in  1926  to  28,268  in  1936.  The  deaths  in  1936  were  933  less  than  in  1935. 

In  England  at  the  end  of  December,  1936,  the  number  of  beds  in  Residential  Institutions 
approved  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  was  29,777,  and  466  Dispensaries  were  approved 
for  tuberculosis  work. 

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

OF  THE  WARWICKSHIRE  KING  EDWARD  VII.  MEMORIAL  SANATORIUM. 

(Dr.  Corydon  Budge). 

77.  Staff.— (a)  Medical :  Dr.  Herbert  L.  R.  Sargant  is  now  in  residence  as  First  Assist¬ 
ant,  the  Junior  Assistant  Medical  Officers  being  Dr.  Kathleen  Wark  and  Dr.  Allan  S. 
Moodie. 

( b )  Nursing  :  During  the  year  under  review,  the  situation  in  respect  of  the  Nursing 
Staff  has  remained  most  difficult.  Three  resignations  were  accepted  from  staff-nurses,  after 
a  due  period  of  work  at  the  Sanatorium,  and  five  probationer  nurses  completed  their  two 
years’  period  of  training.  In  addition,  three  newly  engaged  probationers  left  for  various 
personal  reasons. 

It  has  been  found  practically  impossible  to  fill  these  posts.  Only  one  staff  nurse  has  been 
engaged  during  the  year.  The  vacant  posts  have  been  filled  from  time  to  time  by  various 
temporary  nurses  obtained  through  the  private  nursing  agencies. 

(c)  Domestic  :  The  situation  with  regard  to  the  Domestic  Staff  also  became  acute  during 
the  year.  A  considerable  number  of  maids  left,  several  of  these  after  reasonably  long  periods 
of  service,  but  responses  to  advertisements  were  not  sufficient  in  number  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

A  number  of  daily  women  were  therefore  engaged.  These  women  are  conveyed  to  and 
from  Warwick,  and  as  a  measure  of  emergency,  the  arrangement  has  been  most  successful. 

(d)  Ex-Patients  :  During  1937  the  Sanatorium  employed  six  ex-patients  on  the  staff  : 
2  Dispensers,  1  Chauffeur,  and  3  Porters. 

(e)  Health  of  Staff :  On  the  whole,  the  health  of  the  staff  has  been  very  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year. 

78.  School.— Miss  Hancox  continues  in  charge  of  the  school.  The  total  number  of  at¬ 
tendances  from  the  1st  April,  1936,  to  the  31st  March,  1937,  was  9,926,  the  maximum  at¬ 
tendance  being  58  and  the  minimum  40  for  any  one  day. 

79.  Patients.— Necessitous  patients  continue  to  be  helped  by  grants  of  clothing  from  the 
fund  provided  by  the  Committee,  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  The  United  Service  Fund, 
and  the  Coventry  City  Aid  Society. 

During  the  year  7  patients  received  boots  and  clothing  from  the  Committee  at  a  cost 
of  £21  12s.  4d. 
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The  voluntary  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  during  1937  amounted  to 
£431  3s.  7d.

88.  During  1937,  the  usual  active  policy  in  the  investigation  and  treatment  of  the  cases 
admitted  was  followed.  The  number  of  cases  suitable  for  special  methods  of  treatment  in 
addition  to  routine  sanatorium  measures  continued  to  be  considerable,  but  the  figures  for  the 
year  show  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  found  suitable  both  for  artificial  pneumothorax 
and  for  the  use  of  the  various  preparations  of  gold. 

This  is  possibly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  cases  admitted  were  on  the  whole  of  a  more 
advanced  type  than  those  of  the  previous  few  years,  but  the  change  is  slight  and  is  probably 
incidental  and  not  necessarily  to  be  expected  again  in  1938. 
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89.  VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  have  continued  to  be  provided  at  the 
five  clinics  under  the  County  scheme  and  291  new  cases  attended  the  clinics  during  the  year 
as  against  262  in  1936.  137  persons  completed  treatment  compared  with  96  in  the  previous 

year  and  116  as  against  99  in  1936  ceased  to  attend  without  completing  treatment,  70  were  in 
an  infective  condition  at  the  time  of  default. 

The  out-patient  attendances  totalled  14,326  as  against  14,081  in  the  previous  year  and 
the  in-patient  days  totalled  807  as  against  289.

90.  In  1937  the  usual  propaganda  meetings  for  adult  audiences  were  held  in  three  centres 
in  the  County,  viz.,  Nuneaton,  Kenilworth  and  Rugby,  on  the  23rd,  24th  and  25th  November 
respectively.  The  meetings  were  organised  by  the  British  Social  Hygiene  Council,  and  lectures 
were  supplemented  by  film  displays.  Attendances  were  good  at  all  meetings. 

91.  Institutional  Treatment  for  Unmarried  Mothers. — 9  unmarried  mothers  suffering 
from  venereal  disease  were  admitted  for  institutional  treatment  7  at  Cleveland  House,  Wolver¬ 
hampton,  1  at  House  of  Mercy,  Horbury,  and  1  at  St.  Thomas’  Hospital,  Westminster  Bridge, 
London.

92.  BOUNDARY  ALTERATIONS. — There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  County  boundary 
during  the  year  under  review.

94.  The  statistics  for  the  past  year  are,  on  the  whole,  entirely  satisfactory,  reductions  being 
shown  in  the  Zymotic  death-rate,  the  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  death-rate,  the  Typhoid  death- 
rate,  Infant  Mortality  rate,  and  the  Maternal  Mortality.  The  increase  in  the  birth-rate  re¬ 
corded  in  1936  has  been  maintained  in  1937,  but  the  general  death-rate  is  a  little  higher. 

95.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  Infant  death-rate  is  one-half  of  that  recorded  thirty  years 
ago.  With  the  possibility  of  more  intensive  home  visiting  through  the  recent  increase  in 
Health  Visiting  Staff,  it  is  hoped  that  this  figure  will  show  a  still  further  decline  next  year. 

96.  The  good  work  carried  out  by  the  42  Voluntary  Infant  Welfare  Centre  Committees  is  much 
appreciated,  and  the  popularity  of  these  Centres  continues  to  grow.  Transport  grants  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Council  to  assist  in  bringing  mothers  to  the  Centres  from  outlying  rural  districts 
and  so  obviating  the  need  for  the  provision  of  additional  Centres,  are  proving  both  economic 
and  most  helpful. 

97.  The  organisation  necessitated  by  the  passing  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  is  now  operating 
more  or  less  successfully,  but  problems  continue  to  arise  from  time  to  time  calling  for  adjust¬ 
ment  or  solution  as  the  case  may  be.  Whatever  shortcomings  the  Act  may  contain  there  can 
be  no  denying  the  fact  that  it  has  been  the  means  of  raising  the  status  of  the  practising  mid¬ 
wife,  and  it  is  hoped  will  in  time  likewise  raise  the  standard  of  midwifery  itself. 

98.  I  should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  my  staff,  Medical,  Health  Visiting  and  Clerical, 
for  their  willing  help  at  all  times,  all  voluntary  workers  associated  with  the  Public  Health 
Service  for  their  continued  co-operation,  and  the  County  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
support  and  confidence.
